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HOSPITAL TO PIONEER 
HOME HAEMODIALYSIS

SOUTHEND Hospital has 
become the first in Essex to 
allow renal patients to treat 
themselves at home. 

Residents will now have the 
option of home haemodialysis - 
allowing them to use kidney 
machines in their own houses. 

The hospital leases the 
machines from contractor, 
Braun, with no expense to the 
patient. 

Gerry Mitchell, 60, from 
Southend, started renal dialysis 
nine years ago after undergoing 
a valve repair following a heart 
transplant. 

He said: “Ed come up to the 
hospital three times a week for 
four hours each time to be dial¬ 
ysed. 

“Now I can hook myself up to 
the machine five or six times per 
week for just two hours per day, 
which gives me the freedom to 
spend more time doing what I 
want. 

“I’ve felt much better in 
myself since dialysing daily. 

“I used to get headaches and 
cramps after my sessions at the 
hospital, but I don’t get any 
symptoms like this now.” 

Hospital bosses stressed there 
are ‘obvious benefits’, cutting 
waiting lists and allowing peo¬ 
ple to carry out checks in the 
comfort of their own surround¬ 
ings. 

Home haemodialysis is not the 
most appropriate treatment for 
everyone, however. 

Patients must undergo an aver¬ 
age of six to eight weeks of 
training, working with renal unit 
staff to learn how to correctly 
needle themselves and use the 
touch-screen kidney machines. 

It is also essential that some¬ 
one is with the patient while 
they are hooked up to the 
machine.

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Youth Mayor takes on Southend

SOUTHEND’S Youth Mayor and his 
Deputy are spearheading a eampaign 
to persuade the town’s main bus oper¬ 
ator to inerease the age at whieh it 
starts eharging adult fares. 

Adam Connolly and Alex Bright 
want Arriva to inerease the adult 
eharging age in the borough to at 
least 16. 

Currently, under-16s are eharged a 
eoneessionary ehildren’s fare aeross 
the whole of Arriva’s Southern 
Counties operating range - exeept 
Southend. 

But youngsters in the borough start 
paying adult fares when they turn 14, 
whieh Southend Youth Couneil thinks 
is unfair. 

Adam said: “It’s eompletely unfair 
that teenagers in Southend are being 
treated differently. 

“All we are asking is that 14 and 15- 
year-olds from Southend are eligible 
for the same eoneessionary fares as 
their eounterparts elsewhere in 
Arriva’s Southern Counties area.” 

Child fares are only available to 14 


and 15-year-olds in the town if they 
pay £5 for a speeial Fairsaver Card. 

The eouneil is supporting the eam¬ 
paign and is eurrently in diseussions 
with the bus eompany, whieh has 
pledged to make a deeision on the 
issue in September. 

An Arriva representative had previ¬ 
ously advised the Youth Couneil to 
start a petition to generate further 
support for the eampaign. 

Youth Couneil members have been 
eneouraging young people in the 
town to sign the petition and a total of 
1,533 names have been eolleeted. 

Meetings take plaee in the Couneil 
Chamber at the Civie Centre from 5- 
7pm on the first Wednesday of every 
month.

A QUAD biker has 
been jailed for two 
years after pleading 
guilty to injuring an 
ambulance technician 
on Southend seafront. 

The collision hap¬ 
pened on Western 
Esplanade on Sunday, 
May 23, when a quad 
bike struck two 
parked vehicles and 
an ambulance techni¬ 
cian, who was helping 
people injured in a 
previous collision. 

James Lewis - an 
unemployed 28-year- 
old from Broomfield 
Street, Poplar - was 
arrested at the scene 
of the accident and 
subsequently charged 
with numerous 
offences. 

He pleaded guilty to 


one count of unlawful 
wounding, one count 
of dangerous driving 
and one count of dri¬ 
ving while disquali¬ 
fied. 

Senior Investigating 
Officer, Insp Dick 
Thomas, said: “This 
was an avoidable trag¬ 
ic incident which has 
left a man, a ambu¬ 
lance technician, with 
life-changing injuries 
that he will find diffi¬ 
cult to come to terms 
with. 

“However, I’m sure 
he will do so with the 
support of his family, 
friends and medical 
staff 

“James Lewis’ irre¬ 
sponsible decision¬ 
making has led to this 
situation and resulted 
in him being charged 
with several offences.

Inspector Andy 
Clarkson stressed it 
was an ‘isolated’ inci¬ 
dent and no reports 
have been reported in 
the past. 

He said: “The boy 
was badly shaken and 
did not report the inci¬ 
dent until he got home. 

“He tried to push the 
man away but he was 
threatened and told to 
keep quiet otherwise 
he would be harmed. 

“It was an appalling 
attack in a public 
changing room and we 
are appealing for help 
from the public to find 
this man”. 

Essex Police has 
started high-visibility 
and plain-clothed 
patrols at the centre. 

The attacker was 
white, about 50, with 
short grey hair and a 
scar down his left leg. 
He was wearing blue 
and red swimming 
shorts. 

A spokesman for the 
leisure centre said: 
“Clements Hall is 
deeply saddened over 
the incident which 
took place. 

“Our staff have been 
liaising with the 
police, who have com¬ 
menced uniformed 
and plain-clothes 
patrols, and we are 
providing assistance 
with their enquiries. 

“As the police have 
noted, this is an isolat¬ 
ed incident, with no 
previous incidents of 
this nature having 
taken place.”

I note that neither Mr Burch 
or his fellow councillors had 
the courage to state their intent 
when seeking election at the 
council elections earlier in the 
year. 


It is also interesting to note 
that the ending of this scheme 
dovetails neatly with the clo¬ 
sure of Runnymede for refur¬ 
bishment in September.

A trip back in time 


LIZ WADE and her two boys get sky high at one of the Visit 
the Vulcan Days at Southend Airport 



T he boys have always 
shown an interest in old 
bombers whenever they 
spot one in the skies above. 

While we have seen many at 
air shows and a range of muse¬ 
ums, they have never had the 
chance to climb inside one of 
their cockpits. 

That all changed when we 
went to a Visit the Vulcan Day at 
Southend Airport during one of 
its open days. 

On just a handful of days dur¬ 
ing the year, visitors can get up 
close to the ex-RAF V-Bomber 
Avro Vulcan XL426 - known as 
the Southend Vulcan. 

Visitors can meet members of 
the Vulcan Restoration Trust, 
ask questions and find out more 
about the progress of the 426 
‘Return to Power’ appeal. 

The open days give people the 
chance to join a guided tour of 
the cockpit, see its bomber 
doors open and listen to the 
roar of one of its engines. 

The Avro Vulcan was designed 
for the Royal Air Force after the 
Second World War, as a long- 
range bomber to replace the 
famous wartime Lancaster. 

The aircraft, which was 
designed to fly at extreme 
heights with nuclear missiles, 
spearheaded the British deter¬ 
rent force during the Cold War 
era of the 1960s. 

The Southend Vulcan, which is 
one of only three Vulcans in the 
UK still in running condition, was 
built in Manchester in 1962. It 


served with four squadrons over 
a 24-year period and set an 
unofficial record in 1963 when it 
crossed the North Atlantic in 
four hours and 52 minutes. 

Its final years with the RAF 
were spent with the Vulcan 
Display Team, during which time 
it appeared in displays in Britain, 
Europe and North America. 

Plans to continue displaying 
the Vulcan, following its retire¬ 
ment to Southend Airport in 
1986, were hampered by costs 
and regulations and the aircraft 
deteriorated until the Vulcan 
Restoration Trust took over its 
ownership in 1993. 

The Trust, which is made up of 
unpaid volunteers, restored its 
airframe and returned it to taxi¬ 
ing condition. Its engineering 
team continue to work tirelessly 
every Saturday to fix any prob¬ 
lems and continue the restora¬ 
tion work. 

Both the boys and I were fas¬ 
cinated by the huge aircraft, 
especially during our cockpit 
tour. The boys asked lots of 
questions and loved the ejector 
chairs and all the switches and 
gadgets inside. 

The volunteers who escorted 
us had a real passion for the air¬ 
craft and were happy to give us 
an insight into what life would 
have been like on board. 

After clambering back down 
the steep ladder to the ground, 
the boys stood under the bomb 
doors and were amazed at the 
sheer size of the compartment. 


We were then lucky enough to 
hear the aircraft’s Airborne 
Auxiliary Power Unit, which is a 
small Rover jet engine, roar into 
life and watched as it powered 
the vast bomb doors. 

We thought the Vulcan was 
well worth visiting - not just to 
find out about the aircraft, but to 
also support the work of the vol¬ 
unteers who give up their time 
to protect it for future genera¬ 


tions to enjoy. 

The Trust has set out to 
restore the Vulcan to full running 
condition as a tribute to the men 
and women who designed, built, 
flew and maintained the aircrafts 
during their time in the RAF. 

The open days help to raise 
money for the Trust’s ‘Return to 
Power’ campaign, which aims to 
raise £54,000 to cover the cost 
of the restoration programme.

Paul’s protege

W HEN Trade Young first started 
singing professionally back in 
1982, little did she know that 
her life was about to change. 

After replying to an advert in Smash 
Hits at the tender age of 17, the Derby- 
born singer was spotted by mod legend 
Paul Weller and by 1984, she was 
singing with the Style Council, signed to 
Weller’s own record label.

Q. I’m what you might call a first-time seller. 

Can you give me some general tips on how to 
go about it, with a view to hopefully 
minimising the stress involved? 

A. Choosing the right agent is a good place to 
start. Don’t simply go for the one who values 
your home highest (they’re just trying to buy 
your business), or the one who quotes the lowest fees (in estate agency, as in most 
things, cheap rarely equals good!). 

Basically, you need to be confident that your chosen agent really knows their local 
market, and will give you reliable, professional advice and quality personal service.

WHY AN INVENTORY IS IMPORTANT 

Now more so than ever with the introduction of Tenancy Deposit Protection, is the need 
for ‘a written document detailing the condition of and contents of a property to be let’ - 
an ‘Inventory and Schedule of Condition’ important. 

An inventory is not just about the furniture in the property, it is a detailed description of the 
contents of the property, the fixtures and fittings and the state of the decorations at the start 
and end of the Tenancy. (An inventory is necessary whenever a property is let out to tenants 
for the first time or when it is let to different tenants.) 

Leading letting agents will insist that an Inventory is drawn up (usually free if they are providing 
a Fully Managed Service), and strongly recommend an inventory to all Landlord clients. 
Testing the electrical appliances and the heating and plumbing system is not part of the 
inventory process and an inventory cannot itemise the miscellaneous contents of garages, 
outbuildings and attics. 

Generally the cost of an inventory is passed onto the landlord. However this should be 
regarded as an investment and protection for both the landlord and tenant. 

The need for an inventory stems from being produced on granting a probate of a will (or 
intestate) and the requirement for such inventories were confirmed in the sixteenth century 
under an act of Henry VIII. However today Landlords are unlikely to win deposit disputes with 
their Tenants if the claim cannot be backed up by evidence from a written inventory. 

The inventory process includes both a check in; this takes place at the start of the tenancy 
with the check out taking place at the end of the tenancy. Reports are completed on both 
occasions and these are compared for differences. These differences are assessed for 
acceptable wear and tear and damages. Damages are the responsibility of the tenant. 

If the property is fully managed agents will visit the property during the tenancy to ensure the 
property is being looked after in an acceptable way and the terms of the Tenancy Agreement 
are being followed. 

Since the 6th April 2007, as part of the Housing Act 2004 the Government has introduced 
tenancy deposit protection for all Assured Shorthold Tenancies (ASTs) in England and Wales 
where a deposit is taken. Whilst 70% of deposits were returned in full (2005/2006) the 
legislation aims to ensure that tenants who have paid a deposit to a landlord or letting agent 
and are entitled to receive all or part of it back at the end of that tenancy, actually do so. 
With damage to the property and cleaning the property, two of the most common reasons as 
to why a deposit has been withheld, adopting a comprehensive process for inventories is key 
to ensuring peace of mind at the end of a tenancy for landlord and tenant alike.

Toyota Yaris has the TR factor

F ollowing the herd is 
not something that 
Toyota could be 
accused of where its Yaris 
supermini is concerned. 

The car has been consis¬ 
tently popular in the UK but 
in a number of subtle ways, 
it doesn’t quite conform to 
the norms of the market.

It’s also usual for rival cars 
to have a wide range of 
engines and trim levels but 
the Yaris makes do with a 
far narrower line-up.

distinctly feeble with a maxi¬ 
mum of just lOObhp on 
offer. Petrolheads might 
want to take their business 
elsewhere, but Toyota has 
laid on a fine choice of 
engines for the majority who 
are shopping for a less fre¬ 
netic small car. 

The three-cylinder 1.0-litre 
unit has 68bhp and takes 
nearly 16 seconds to get 
the Yaris to 60mph. It’s lively 
enough at low speeds but 
sounds like it’s working too 
hard on the motorway.

Accidental excesses 



W HETHER you are 
driving for business 
or pleasure, acci¬ 
dents do happen bringing 
with them all kinds of insur¬ 
ance hassles. 

Here are some common 
answers to some common 
questions on the subject. 

Q: I reversed into the side 
of a stationary vehicle last 
month, and decided to 
resolve the matter privately 
with the owner. He got an 
estimate for the repairs, 
which I agreed to pay. Now 
the owner is asking for more 
money what should I do? 

A: The first thing to note is 
that dealing with insurance 
claims privately can be very 
complicated and very 
expensive. It’s why it’s 
always advisable to take 
professional advice. 

Technically, by accepting 
to foot the bill, both of you 
have entered into a binding 
contract to deal with the 
damage caused by you. 

However, you have agreed 
the damage based on an 
estimate and not a quotation 
and so if further damage is 
found when the repair work 
is underway, you risk having 
to pay more to complete the 
repairs. 

Q: Someone smashed into 
the front of me after jumping 
the lights. My car has to go 
into a bodyshop for repairs, 
am I entitled to a courtesy 
car? 


A: Courtesy cars are usu¬ 
ally offered by the repairer or 
your own insurer and are 
generally restricted to small 
cars like a Ford Ka. 

However, you may be enti¬ 
tled to a like for like replace¬ 
ment since the rights of the 
innocent motorist are 
enshrined in Common Law, 
Tort and European legisla¬ 
tion. The negligent third 
party will be responsible for 
the hire costs. 

Q: My daughter was a 
passenger in my car when I 
drove into the back of a car 
at a T Junction. Is she able 
to claim compensation for 
her injuries? 


A: In these circumstances 
it was your negligence that 
caused your daughter to be 
injured. In terms of her injury, 
she could claim compensa¬ 
tion but only by bringing an 
action against you, which 
will be defended by or set¬ 
tled by your own insurer. 

Did you know? One in 20 
British drivers takes to the 
road without cover. 

In the EU, only Greece has 
a worse record, while 
Germany has just one in 
500 drivers without cover. 

The cost has to be borne 
by the rest of us, pushing up 
premiums by as much as 35 
per cent s a year.

The Order allows a police officer, police community support officer (where accredited under section 41, section 42 
and schedule 5 to the Police Reform Act) and people accredited through a community safety accreditation scheme 
to control the consumption of alcohol within designated public places. If they believe that someone is consuming 
alcohol or intends to consume alcohol they can require them to stop or they can confiscate the alcohol. 

Any person who fails without reasonable excuse to comply with an officer's request under this provision may 
commit an offence and may be issued with a penalty notice for disorder or may be liable to prosecution. 

The following places are excluded from the Designated Public Place: 

a) Premises where a Premises Licence or Club Premises Certificate is in force to serve alcohol under the Licensing 
Act 2003 and places within the curtilage of these premises (e.g. pubs, clubs, restaurants, off-licenses); 

b) Premises where the Council holds a Premises Licence or the Premises Licence is held on behalf of the Council 
which authorises the sale and supply of alcohol - NB the order will not apply only at times when alcohol is 
being served under the licence and 30 minutes thereafter; 

c) Premises subject to a Temporary Event Notice under the Licensing Act 2003 - NB the order will not apply only 
at times when alcohol is being served under the licence and 30 minutes thereafter; 

d) Places where the sale or consumption of alcohol is permitted on public highways under s. 115E of the 
Highways Act 1980 (highway related issues).
